TIMING BIG PROJECTILES. 


How Their Initial Velocity Is Calculated 


In Tests at Sandy Hoolc. 


To tho liiyiunn one of the interesting 


features in a big gnu test is tho method 
by which (he initial velocity of the 
projectiles is calculated. When ho hoars 
that tho modern high power gnus often 
expel a shot, at an initial velocity o! 
2,000 fret n second, a rato that if sus- 
tained would neaii a fiilo in thrcs sec- 
onds, ho icaliaes tho difficulty of calcu- 
lating tho speed. An orduauco officer 
nrast have accurate knowledge of the 
velocity of apiojt ctile, that ho may pre- 
dict its raup? i.ucl penetration and de- 
termine flic accuiacy of the gun. It is 
a eonipiiitttivcly easy matter, however, 
with the 
1 new instruments to calculate 


accurately ILo initial velocity of a pro- 
jectile, and any one v>'ho is fortunate 
enough to vi=it Sandy Hook -when big 
gimp aic Leung tested may sco how it is 
done. 


Two open frames ore set up <50 feet 


apart, in front of (he gnu. Wires are 
stretched back and forth across thcso 
frame.", mailing a screen Uircugh which 
th" kLct must para. The wires in each 
screen foini a complete electric circuit, 
which includes also an electric battery 
and an elcctin mtsjrnct. Tho projectile, 
after leaving tin- gun, flics through tho 
WHO in tho iuvt fcicen, inleiruptingthe 
circuit and iclea0iug the nrinaturu of 
tho magnet, lu a rpace of tiruoso small 
as to bo hr.rdly conceivable tho projec- 
tile 'ias covered the dis.tar.co between 
the ti\o frames and pierced tho wiro in 
the second, interrupting iU electric cur- 
rent aud releasing tho armature of its 
magnet, as in tho first case. The inter- 
val between the drop of these two ar- 
matures leprcseiits tho time spent by 
tho projectile in traveling ISO feet. 
1'his lijue is indicated by the chrono- 
graph in the laboratory near by. Wire? 
run from each screen to tho laboratory, 
which is fitted up with batting nu(j 
switchboards.

Jfew explosives and high power 
uns have increased tho initial velocity 
f projectiles wonderfully in the last 
ew years. Projectiles may be expelled 
now with a forco that will rnako them 
ffectivo at a rarigo far beyond ordinary

Milton Noble's, the actor and author,

made its appearance, Sesiator Vilas, 
who was then postmaster general, re-

"When I wrote this letter of congrat- 


ulation to the general, I hadn't had oc- 
casion to uso or receive any of the 
stamps, but the idea seemed to mo tc 
be a good ouc.

MONEY JN TBE 
COUNTRY. 


The Treasury has issued a state- 


ment, which purports to give 
the 


amount of money issued and in the 
country on June 1,1897. The total in 
eludes gold coin, silver dollars, sub 
sidiary silver, gold certificates, silver 
certificates, treasury notes of 1890, 
United States notes (greenbacks), cur 
rency certificates, and national bank 
notes, aggregating $2,376,519,014. 


The circulation per capita is given at 


$22 80, as against $21 35 in June 1896. 
The fact is not considered that fifteen 
or twenty persons in New York, Bos 
ton and Philadelphia control about 
one-half the total amount of money in 
the country and over one-half of the 
remainder is locked up in the vaults of 
the Treasury. 
The statement is mis 


leading, too, in other respect?, the ob 
ject apparently being to make the 
stock of money iu the country appear 
as large as possible. 
Tho silver dol 


lars, of which the statement says there 
are $450,518,6-11 in the Treasury, are 
represented in the circulation by $374, 
343,504 silver certificates, and $88,843, 
169 of the gold in the Treasury is rep 
resented in the circulation by that 
amount of gold notes. 
Both the gol 


and the silver certificates, au well as 
the coin in the Treasury which they 
represent, are included in the state 
ment 
to 
make it appear that the 


volume of money in the country is 
$2,376,519,014, and the per capita $22 80 


It is the policy of the gold men iu 


this administration as well as when 
Cleveland was President, to make the 
amount of money in circulation appear 
as largo as possible, and to do so they 
make all the silver dollars and a part 
of the gold in the Treasury do double 
duty by summing them up, aa well as 
the gold and silver certificates, in the 
total amount of money in the country 
By this jugglery they hope to delude 
the people into the belief that there is 
abundance of money and that it 
unnecessary to add to tho stock by 
coining silver. Everybody knows that 
the $374,345,504 silver certificates in 
circulation simply repiesent that num 
ber of standard dollais, which are kept 
locked up in the Treasury for their re 
demption and that ihose dollars are 
never put in circulation, yet they are 
counted iu the statement as if they 
were to swell the total amount and 
make it appear that the money in the 
United States amounts to $22 80 for 
every man, woman and child in the 
country. 


ONE of the first acts of Oscar Wilde 


after being released from prison was 
to write a letter condemning

He referred to the various con- 
ditions in the government of the is- 
lands since 1820, and the predominance 
of American interests. That annexa- 
tion had been proposed before at var- 
ious times, but the course of the 
United States from 1820 to 1893 toward 
the Hawaiian islands had been in favor 
of their autonomous welfare with the 
exclusion of all foreign Influences save 
our own to the extent of upholding 
eventual annexation as the necessary 
outcome.
